In the effort to discourage the im­ 
migration of negroes from the South 
which Is reported to have such pro­ 
portions that It is difficult in some 
localities to secure sufficient negro la­ 
bor for farm work and other local 
needs, the managemeht of the South­ 
ern Railway System has adopted the 
policy of taking no action to aocom- 
modats this travel In the future. Or­ 
ders have been issued to discontinue, 
effective at once, 
the 
assembling, 
bolding and usipg of extra passenger 
and baggage cars for laborer move- 
méfits and otherwise to discourage the 
negro exodus from the South In every 
legitimate manner. 
Representatives of the development 
and traffic departments have received 
Instructions to devote their energies 
to the promotion of a campaign to in­ 
duce the negro to remain 
In 
the 
South, and bankers and business men 
are being urged to endeavor to find 
employment of some kind for all sur­ 
plus negro labor in their communities. 
Following is the plan suggested for 
the Southern’s representatives to fol­ 
low in the instructions issued on the 
subject: 
"We should endeavor in each com­ 
munity to have some man make it 
his special business to interest the 
negro preachers and have them take 
strong ground against the people of 
their race being lured away by prom­ 
ise of higher wages in other sections, 
pointing out, that any advantage that 
the negro might get by moving suwgy 
would almost invariably be temporary 
and that in the long run it will be to 
his advantage to stay in the South 
where he is known and where his la­ 
bor will always bo in demand.”

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Code Messages Can Be Produced on 
Now Typewriter by Writing on 
Keyboard In Usual Way. 


You can write secret cipher letters 
on a typewriter recently placed on the 
market. The pmchin# makes Its own 
cipher and offers more than a million 
combinations. 
To make a cipher, the 
message is written on the keyboard 
In the ordinary way. 
The cipher is determined by fi de­ 
tachable plate or disk containing 30 
holes In* two concentric circles of 15 
holes each. 
For each of these holes 
there la a pin, and to make a clpb«*r 
combination these pins may he insert­ 
ed in- or left out of any of the holes, 
as fgncy dictates. 
Then, in writing 
the copy, the machine may write an 
**x" for an "a" the first time It occurs, 
then a “p,” and so on. 
It is impossible to predetermine 
what code letter will appear in operat­ 
ing the machine. To decipher a code 
message' the person 
receiving thg 
communication must have a comple­ 
mentary disk, with plus properly ar­ 
ranged, and one of the machines to re­ 
produce the message as originally writ­ 
ten.
